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98 Specific Recommendations Made 



The Macpherson Committee's 
report, made public last week, 
is expected to become one of the 
most Influential reports published 
during, the 114 year history of 
the University of Toronto. The 
report is also expected to have 
far- reaching repercussions on the 
campuses of Ontario's 15 other 
universities. The 98 recommenda- 
tions of the report deal with top- 
ics from examinations to housing. 
The major points of the report 
are as follows 

LECTURES 
Lectures whould be reduced to 
10 hours a week, excluding labor- 
atory time. This would mean one 
lecture per week in each sub- 
ject. Tutorial groups of no more 
than 10 or 12 students should 
meet weekly for each subject. The 
committee was aware that lectures 
were often presented from the point 
or view of "this Is what you'll 
have to know to pass the final' \ 
It was felt that lectures should 
?>#• nard for Rivtriff «n Ml / over 
view of the course, creating en- 
thusiasm for a subject and making 
suggestions as to how students 
might solve problems art sing diir- 
Int the course. A shorter lecture 
time would prevent professors 
from covering a course during the 
year and allow the students to 
research the course on their own, 
The majority of facts given In a 
lecture could be prepared by the 
students themselves It is also 
hoped that this would prevent stu- 
dents from reproducing lecture 
notes verbatim on exams. 



EXAMINATIONS 

In first year, final exams should 
be retained, but G0% of the final 
mark should be based on the stu- 
dent's work during the year. 

In second year final exams 
should be eliminated except where 
a student fails to obtain C0% In 
term wor** on any subject. 

In third year, comprehensive ex- 
aminations should be employed, 
rather than formal examinations. 
ADMISSION STANDARDS 

A common admission standard 
should be applied to all first year 
students regardless of their inten- 
tions of taking a general or spec- 
ialized course. The report also 
favours theabolltlon'of distinctions 
between honour and general stu- 
dents. An honours degree could 
be obtained by meeting qualifica- 
tions for a fourth year after the 
regular three years required for 
the standard degree, 

STUDENT REPRESENTATION 

Student representatives should 
b<t rtectvd to sit on th«* Council 
of Arts and Science which Is the 
Academic Supervisory body on the 
campus of U, of T. 

TEACHER CRITICISM 

Methods should be introduced 
whereby students could criticise 
professors and their teaching abil- 
ities. Senior professors should 
also be In a position to observe 
the teaching 'echntque of Junior 
professors. 

HOUSING 

Residence fees should be re- 
duced lo encourage more fresh- 
men *o live on campus.

Mr. Spooner in his address said 
that the university granl for all 
Ontario had boon doubled this year 
to $161 million, and that tho opor-

gling university such as Laurontian 
come under special consideration 
In the alloting of these grants*

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Laurientiana Challenged 

On Wednesday evening,'; Sept ember 27th, the Council ofThoS.G.A, 
passed its budget for the Academic Year I967-C8. or the total budget, 
It will take 18.4% or your hard-earned cash to run the machinery of the 
S.G.A, The next biggest chunk goes to the Yearbook, This year It will 
cost 10.6$ ;of the budget -to produce Laurentlana, That'* $8,505, for 
those of you who figure better In dollars and cents. Since only $2,000 
is expected to be realized from Advertising, SC.5C5 will have to come 
from the coffers of ihe S.G.A. to float what always turns out to be the 
biggest losing proposition on campus. Wo need not remind you who 
fills the coffers of the S.G.A, 

A poll of 11 Canadian Universities shows that student governments 
are spending from 5 to 17$ of their budgets on Yearbooks. Wo rank 
near the top with a budget of 16;ft%, 

The problem goes beyond the money stage. The University of Manitoba 
has scrapped Its Yearbook because of a lack of staff. Last year's book 
Is being put together by one person, the Editor. That's all the manpower 
interested in working on a Yearbook on a campus of 8.000 people, Bui 
before we smuggly sit back and criticize U. of M„ lot us remember 
that in 1060 Laurentlana was put together by 3 persons. Last year 
there were only 10, and this year there Is as of yet, no editor and 
staff. 

Bui here's tin* real stumbling bloack. It Is far easier to ram warm 
butler down the throat of a wildcat with a red hot poker than to convince 
"Joe College" that he or she should buy a Yearbook. The S.G.A. always 
has a* least 100 Yearbooks kicking around at the end or the year. 
Yearbooks that are not sold represent a loss In hard cold cash. In a 
Canadian University, which shall remain anonomous, only a few hundred 
students of the total 4.000 students purchased the Yearbook which the 
Student Council voted to keep despite the financial loss which was 

always incurred. 

The real shocker is* yet to come. The University of Waterloo con- 
ducted a survey and found that out of a sample of 150 students, nil of 
them Indicated thai they read the student newspaper; 113 bad read' the 
student' handbook; 119 had used the student directory or Boltlnand only 
80 had road the Yearbook. The Yearbook ran second to a telephone 

directory! 
The University of Toronto has scrapped lis Yearbook It got too big 

to handle, as did the finances required for such a large book. Many 

other Universities are entertaining similar Ideas of abolition. We 

feel that The S.G.A, should scrap Laurentlana, It Is our contention 
that Laurontlana's budget has reached the point where It is too bJg 
a drain on the budget.' This drain cannot be Justified. There are not 
enough persons Interested and willing to do the work required to pro- 
duce the Yearbook. There are not enough sales to warrant further pro- 
duction. Further more, we feel that Yearbooks are read once and then 
tucked away and forgotten. * . \ f i «$. 

"V^suggest that a book of graduate photos be givon to the graduating 
class to replace the Yearbook, And before someone says that a Year- 
book' might as well bo produced if a book of grad pholos Is to bo made 
available, lot us remind him that only 1/4 of a total Yearbook goes to 
grad photos. Therefore a small book of grad photos would be 1/4 
the size of a Yearbook,whlle the cost and amount of work required 
would be even less.

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LOCAL POLITICAL 
ISSUES

The one issue that complexly 
transcends all others In Sudbury 
Is that of housing, specifically, the 
lack of sufficient, adequate housing 

It Is a dilemma caused by many 
factors such as a tight mortgage 
market, lack or suitable serviced 
building. lots, a rapidly expanding 
labour force and an appalling Inep- 
titude In long range planning on the 
part of our city fathers. Add tothe 
above the fact that 20% of present 
housing Is practically unfll for 
human habitation and you can ap- 
preciate the magnitude of the prob- 
lem. 

The local candidates do not seem 
to have any concrete solutions. 
Suggestions are being made that 
the government apply pressure to 
Mother I.N. CO, to make money 
available, that the ILO.M.E. pro- 
gram be neceleraiwj and expanded 
and that the provincial government 
construct much more rent-geared- 
to-incmne housing tomoet the cur- 
rent need. 

It Is obvious that the utmost co- 
operation of all levels of govern- 
ment and large industries will he 
required lo alleviate the present 
crisis. Any politician who claims 
otherwise Is either a foot or a 
dreamer— perhaps both. 

If there Is a second major issue 
It would be that of the present high 
level of municipal taxation for 
which education Is bearing the 
blame. The burden of educational 
support must be lifted from the 
property owner and must be more 
oqul'ably distributed. The Smith 
Hcport has recommended some 
redistribution but it is felt that it 
is not enough. An increase in the 
5% provincial sales tax may be 
forthcoming (although 2% of that 
already goes to education), an in- 
crease In corporation taxes may 
aijo be In the wings— usually pan 
sed on to ihe consumer as higher 
prices. 

The candidates while agreeing 
on the necessity for change are 
nevertheless undecided on what 
form the change should take. Pro- 
posals vary from complete prov- 
incial financing and control to 
demanding further tax monies from 
the federal government. Solution 
of this problem as with the housing 
crisis Is beyond the Individual 
M.P,P. and can only be realisti- 
cally resolved by a strong prov- 
incial administration,

THESBIANS THWARTED 

Thcro are times when ono has the feeling that the Administrative 
Powers of Laurentlan aro Just plain anti-cultural.

Tho Sudbury Centennial Museum, 
formoriy the Bell Estate, is now under the control of tho Administra- 
tion of Laurontlan University. This brings Ihreo more buildings into 
the fold of U.L.U. Thero Is, or course, tho main building which is the 
museum Itself. Tho other two buildings are a small garage which Is 
used for Junk storage, and a larger bultdlng which, back in the good 
old days, was a coach-houso. The future of tho coach-house was, until 
recently undecided, and two groups which could have made a very good 
use of this co*ch-hou*e wero the French and English Drama Societies. 
The Drama Societies on campus have always been nomads. Through- 
out the years they have worked in vacant classrooms, offices, the lecture 
theatre, tho darkroom and studio of tho Camera Committee, the tower 
cafeteria and the Great Hall. Needless to say, they could never be assured 
of a definite place to practise and consequently it was difficult to arrange 
for rehearsals. In order to use the auditorium in tho classrooms build- 
ing, they had to reserve it in advance and hope tha* other groups around 
campus had not scheduled meetings in that room for the same time 
period. Then of course there was often a time lim 11 on the room. 
For example, if they took tho room for three hours on a Sunday, then 
they had lo be out of there in three hours, Tho Rent-A-Cops make 
sure that there are no time extensions. Dress rehearsals and even 
major productions have been enacted under makeshift and adverse 
conditions. Unfortunately a drama theatre on campus is not scheduled 
for construction for some time. Right now It's Just a smear on a blue 
print. The Coach-house could have filled in very nicely until the theatre 
was built. Tho Drama Clubs need a place for a workshop and storage 
area for props. However the "Powers That Bo" have designated tho 
Coach-house be used for a far more "practical" purpose. It seems 
that a truck will be stored in the Coach-house for the winter months. 
Now, what Is more Important, the storage of a pick-up truck or the 
locating and assisting of University Drama at Laurentlan? What a 

hell of a questionl 

First of all, Drama Club representatives were told that the Coach- 
houso was located off campus. Well now, that's a brilliant geographical 
observation and that's all. Why is It undesirable to locate a rehearsal off 
campus, Moro often than not the final productions aro held off cam- 
pus. The objection is also raised that tho Coach-house Is not heated. 
Winters would bo a problem. But would It cost that much to heat thai 

Coach-house. 
There aro other problems that have arisen In tho path of tho Drama 

Societies. Last year ihe Clubs wero allowed to store their props in 
tho room under tho amphitheatre. During the summer, tho Drama 
Societies wore asked lo clean up the room, A member of tho club vol- 
unteered two days of his own time to straighten about tho room. After 
all the dirty work was over, a horde of Janitors swept in and romovod 
all tho props, piling them down in a small hole In tho wall boneath tho 
class room building. Tho gentleman who had spent all that time cleaning 
up the room was perturbed to say tho least. If tho Drama Clubs woro 
to be no longer allowed to use this room, thoy should have been asked 
to romove their props outright, ralhor'lhan being more or less oased 
out In this Indlroct manner. Now Drama has no given spaco at all on 

campus. 

Wo can appreciate tho problems Administration faces during this 
construction period, but at tho samo time we feel that cultural activ- 
ities must have some priority on campus so *hat a well-rounded Univer- 
sity lifo may be realized by alt. Serious thought should be given tq 
drama. Turning the Coach-houso over to tbo two Drama Societies would 
bo a stop in the right direction.

ARNOLD'S TWO WIVES HAD CAESARIANS 

On September 26th, within the splendiferous confines of Mine Milh 
Hall, the Centonnlal Players, under the questionable direction of M, 
Pierre Lefebvre, gave bitth to what must be considered the most 
ignominious mutation of tho theatrical world. The play - "Arnold Had 
Two Wives"; the effect - nausea superfluous. 

The play is about a professor Arnold Axolrod who, incidentally, has 
two wives. This questionable relationship is accidentally uncovered by 
"SOCIETY" who or' which Immediately reacts, violently, to such wanton 
carryings-on, Arnold is adamant in his theory that such a relationship 
Is practical and empirically sound. But "SOCIETY" will have none of 
It, and, as usual, manages to throttle this threat to Its comflture much 
as It would throttle anything that threatened an orderly and conformatlvo 
exl stance. 

In tho end, Arnold and his two wives are enclosed In a human zoo 
and subjected to tho abuse and derision of those members of society 
who have felt their position threatened, but now onjoy an apprehensive 
yet characteristic ease at seeing that particular threat isolated, and 

bit by bit, destroyed. This 200 scone, in tho Ravel original, was slated for 
the end of s tho play; however, Mr, Lefebvre obviously thought that 

•it would'be more effoctlve at tho start of tho play which, of course, is 
only one' of a series of questionable devices which Lefebvre saw fit 
10 use, tho discussion of which lack of spaco prevents mo from entering 
upon any further. 

Arnold, played by John Innts, handles his role with a certain degree 
of competence, particularly In those scenes whore ho explodes against 
Canadian society and/or "SOCIETY* 1 in general. But, when tho role 
demands a bit of underplaying, ho falls miserably. Lack of projection 
is Mr. Innls' major fault and marrs an otherwise good performance, 

Daphno, Arnold's first wife, is brilliantly portrayed by Miss Donna 
White. Tho most noteworthy aspect of this very gracious performer Is 
her amazing consciousness of "stage presence", that indefinable quality 
that draws tho lino between the amateur and the professional. She has 
the husky, full t throaty voice of a LauronBacall, and the characteristic 
stage deportment of the groat Bette Davis. Miss White should go far, 
and deserves to, fully well, 

Frances M, Kearney Is anaemic and unconvincing In her portrayal of 
the high-strung yot charmingly petite Mlcholo, Arnold's othor wife* 
Let it suffice to say that horo was an obvious case of miscasting. 

Tho gentleman who plays Random gives what must bo termed an 
Ineffectual performance; whenever on stage, ho seems to limit tho othor 
players and indeed, seems rather awkward, Paul Frapplor, as tho Sargent, 
tonds to overact and encroachos, at times, on tho realm of tho "slap- 
sticky". Howover, Mr. Frapplor does show flashes of brilliance, 
Hamilton McCIymont Is marvelous as the Lieutenant and keeps his role 
well in hand; his authoritarianism nover verges on tho grotesque as is 
so often tho caso with other performers. Judlty Froiman definitely 
looks the part of tho mother or the "nanny", but after all, this wasn't 
a silent movie, now was It? 

The stage setting was terrible — a dull, unimaginative and quito 
ludicrous aggregation of props which, Incidentally, kept . * . falling 
apart. Tho staff o decor was entirely colourless; but then, so was tho 
play. 

Tho sound effects wore dreadfully loud and In many Instances actually 
drownod out the porformor's voices; but then, ono probably didn't 
miss much anyway if tho res' of tho play is any Indication, Certainly 

! have never hoard such vociferous babios. 

But, as if all this wasn't bad enough, wo wbro then subjoctod to tho 
most Inano absurdities I have ovor had tho misfortune to witness. 
Imagine bringing a placard on stage which read ~"2 many wives soil 
tho community*'; naturally, tho number two was supposed to bo a 
pun; yos, welt, very. . . . punny. An old, toothless, dishovollod man 
I saw parading in front of Maple Loaf Gardens during the recent Pro- 
gressive Conservative Centennial Convoniion this summer was touting 
a placard which put Miss Ravel's "wit? "loshamo. And, as if all this . * . 
"trash" wasn't enough, we, the audience, arc then subjected to the 
ultimate in Ravollan "humour"; got this - '•Batman's boon in many 
difficulties, but never llko tho mess you're In"; OH. . , . GOD, 

At ono point tn tho play, Arnold says . . . "and to pass tho tlmo, 
I'll toll you a fairy talo'\ Yes, Arnold, yos, if only you had , . , 

Insofar as this play was supposed to represent tho best in Canadian 
theatre, and Insofar as tho por form era wore supposed to reprosont the 
cream of tho Canadian University Crop, ! can only cringe in utmost 
apprehension when I envisage tho sorry lot in store for Canadian 

Theatre. 

This play was woll-concelvo*, but conception Is only a phase of 
creation; birth, by some "trick" of fate, also performs a vital function. 
In this case, it was a very "painful" birth. _ 



FOURBERIES DE SCAPIN 

The second half of the evening had the French section of tho Centennial 
Players presenting Mollero's throe-acter-"Les fourberlos do Scapin", 
I must immediately censure those responsible for allowing this play to 
bo 'performed since a "Canadian" play was supposed to bo presented; 
though It may seem to many that France and Quebec are ono and the 
same, I am nonetheless quito sure that Mollere would have Insisted 
most vehemently that he Js not, In any way, shape, or form, French 
Canadian, I congratulate tho English section for at toast venturing forth 
with a new, Canadian play written especially for tho tour, rathor than 
playing it safe, as did their French confreres, who decided to stick 
with a sure thing. But that's all one; I cannot afford to get embroiled 
In a national Issue, nor should drama become a political Issue. 

Tho realization of the play was nothing outstanding; It had nothing 
now to offer, which It should have had, especially when tho Canada 
Council spends thousands of dollars to Import a director from Stras- 
bourg, Franco, Ono would expect that such a director would have some 
revolutionary or at least fresh ideas on Interpretation, but this was n** 

to bo. --... 

First of all, I think it would have boon advisable had all tho players 
Involved, with tho possible exception of M, J. J. Thibeaull, takon ex- 
tensive courses In Phoenotics; I have never heard such a slurring of 
words or so many casos of tongue-twisting as was evldoncod in this 
play. Had I failed to read the play beforehand, t should have been In 
utter bewilderment trying to decipher the cacophony of grunts and 
groans, mutters and gasps, that washed ovor the unsuspecting au- 
dience. 

But this much I did gather about the play. Octavo, a young gentleman, 
had married during his father's absence and, upon his father's return 
sought out tho wily Scaptn's help in order to persuade his father, 
Argante, to condone tho marriage. This particular plot intertwines with 
tho story of Lonndro, son of Goronto; Lcandrc must have his father's 
approval to marry a country wench who first of all must bo ransomed. 
It scorns that everyono eventually turn lo Scapin for aid, and through 
a series of "fourberlos" or "deceits", this same Scapin manages to 
solvo ovoryono's problems, at the same time retributing his avowed 
enemy, Goronto. But the latter uncovers Scaptn's llltle stratagems and 
Scapin sooms destined to a noi-to-nlce fate. However, love and brother* 
liness permoato all and evoryono at tho ond of tho play, and the final 
scene ends on a happy note for all concerned, 

Unfortunately, happiness was not one of my sensations whon tho 
curtains closed, although tho audlenco, which was predominantly French 
by tho way, seemed lo be in absolute ravos. For some odd reason, this 
supposedly refined culture, which is tho French culture, seems to have 
a tremendously high regard for the theatre of tho "slap-sticky" or of 
tho grotesque, If tho giggles of delight and roars of approval which 
issued forth from their guttural tracts were at all Indicative, 

As 1 said boforo and now reiterate, I was not particularly pleased 
with tho performance and was particularly disenchanted with the "per- 
formers", though tho odd individual did shine forth as would a pro- 
fessional through tho shroud of amatourlsms that enveloped iheplay, 
Llso Ouolotio, for instance, who portrays Hyaclntho, sooms to pre- 
occupied with remomberlng her lines that the lines Indeed seom to 
forgot hor; certainly sho must bo the most dull-wittod and graceless 
Hyactnthe that has over graced the stage, 

Donald Porron as Octave was affected and completely unconvincing 
In his rolo; so amateurish and inescapably obvious was his weak per- 
formance that ono Just wonders how tho holl somo of the people in this 
play wore choson for their respective rolos. 

Hubert Gagnon delivers an exuberant and lively performance, but this 
gentleman still poses a sticky problem — ho is good, ho is bad; ho Is 
cxcollont, he Is poor; inconsistency does not mako for a brilliant 
performance, but It could , and In this caso did, make for an adequate 
ono. Stilt, tho "bag" opisodo was brilliant and showed the amazing 
range and potential of M, Cagnon, - 

M. Yves Bo matcher plays Argante, Octavo's Impulsive and boorish 
father. Yves has a tremendous gift for comedy; his bag of comic gags 
and tricks Is reploto. Ho Is every- Interesting • In this particular rolo. 
I *havo yot to see Yves In a serious drama; If ho fares as well in this- 
particular aspect of thoatro as ho does in comody, then indeed wo 
have on our hands a very accomplished actor, 

Jean-Jacquos Thlboault Is typo-cast as Goronto and as a result, 
not a necessary one by any means, stagos a convincing performance, 
perhaps tho best of tho entire evening. In tho marvelous quarrelling 
scone between Goronto and Argante, in tho second act, wo witness that 
particular combination of two talents that so often saves a play, that 
' so often makos it worthwhile,

I could not help making ono 
mental note, however, and that 
was not to forgol to express my 
sincerest appreciation lothe mem- 
bers of the "University Players" 
for their enthusiasm and loyally 
to the cause of the Theatre. When 
l consider tho fttct that director 
Lefebvre had 300 people to cast 
from and a SGO.OOO production 
budget, we should bo exceedingly 
proud of our own production, pro- 
duced with 30 members and a 
production budget of approximat- 
ely $200 per play, which 1 would 
match, without any hesitation, with 
what wo saw at Mine Mill Hall 
last week.

Some writers tell about men 
on their way up; other* dabble 
with men on their way down, Ella 
Kazan has chosen to Invent the 
story of a man who steps Into 
society * messes around with It 
a little, and then splashes out 
of It tearfully because he finds 
tie has burnt himself. 

THE ARRANGEMENT Is an In- 
terrstlng trip through the haunted 
land of Eddie Anderson's career. 
He Ss a mini-magnate In the cig- 
arette selling business in some 
California suburb, and, having pro- 
cured quite a comfortable amount 
of wealth (the odd Picasso, three 
cars, a swimming pool, etc.), he 
proceeds to esla bl J sh an arrange- 
ment with his wife whereby he 
is allowed to philander occasion- 
ally wtlh other women, provided 
he keep affairs looking proper In 
public. Eddie makes the mistake 
of cultivating an only-too-lntlmate 
affair with Gwcn, a secretary of 
his. When the maid stumbles over 
photos of the couple In a very 
promiscuously compromising 
pose, she hands 'hem over to the 
wtfo, Florence. Instead of trying 
to save her honour by demanding 
a divorce, she loves her husband 
anyway, and convinces him tocom- 
mit himself to a strict diet of 
sexless Plalonlc study and rest. 
Florence doesn't get any sex In 
this setup, but at least she Is 
confident that Eddie Is not spend- 
ing his lime elsewhere. Things 

go well until Gwon pops up In 
one of Eddlo'sdroamsand ho wakes 
up with the distaste of making 
love to his wife by mistake From 
this point Jt Is not long before ho 
tramps off with his mistress to 



New York and events finally rush 
to a swift endl ng, HJs father dies 
he has the occasional breakdown 
himself and Is committed to an 
asylum, his wife divorces him 
and marries his lawyer, then he 
finally settles down with Owen 
and begins life over again In his 
late forties as a writer with no 
arrangements, 

Ella Kazan writes with a style 
that would entertain a high school 
student, but colours his plot with 
several Interesting characters. 
There Is Eddie's father, Sam Ar- 
noss, the rug salesman who came 
from Anatolia carrying a few pie* 
ces of merchandise and ft de- 
termined old- world flavour of sel- 
ling resolution. As he Is on the 
point of becoming deceased, there 
Is a very curious scene depicted, 
with the old man's ancient bro- 
thers brooding over hisbody,just 
waiting to divide his estate. Cwen, 
the secretary, Is In a way an or- 
iginal thought, for . not only Is 
she quite appealing and stenogs 
well, .but she Is also Intelligent, 
Unfortunately Kazan forgets to al- 
low her to do any Jhlnking until 
the last few chapters, and ever 
then he has her doing a rather 
boring Job of playing the sulk. 

Kazan's limitations as a nove- 
list arc naturally as limited as 
the themes ho chooses. In THE 
ARRANGEMENT, Kazan dec Id os to 
devise a moral around the feeling 
he has that the human conscience 
Is forever hindered by society's 
necessary rituals and life's every- 
day actions. He can go on through 
numberless chapters of lively pro- 
se without presenting a resolution 
to this problem, but he must tell

Culture begets culture! A 
pompous statement no doubt, but 
hardly an Ineffectual onejafterall, 
Sudbury begot Laurent Ian Univer- 
sity, can't you tell? And In-ihls 
begoltlng, Lauremtan also Inher- 
ited the amazing phenomenon that •« 
characterizes Sudbury as being- 
Canada's largest inano commun- 
ity - IGNORANCE. Sudbury is so 
devoid of any artistic sensitiv- 
ity that one is reminded of the 
doldrums, without the snow, of 
course. 

Many people deplore the lack of 
cultural activity and enthusiasm 
among the students of Laurontlan 
University. It is ono thing lo de- 
plore; however, it Is quito an- 
other thing to know the "what" 
and the "why- fore", the essence 
and the quintessence of the thing 
being deplored. The purpose of 
this article, iho first of a ser- 
los, is to discuss ami perhaps 
solve tho problem of the cultural 
void within this academic com- 
mlnlty. 

The first area to be explored 
is that of Sudbury's "cinema" 
houses - that's rlffht. THEATRES 

In a very Interesting conver- 
sation with Mr* Jeffreys, Man- 
ager of Sudbury's Capitol Thea- 
tre which, Incidentally, I con- 
sider to be the most artistically- 
aware milieu of theatrics in Sud- 
bury, it was pointed out by Mr. 
Jeffreys that though ho would like 
very much to present the more 
crltically-acclalmod movlesontho 
cinema circuit, economical log- 
istics dictate otherwise. Both he 
and his assistant, Mr. Ron Mylos, 
were in complete accord on this 
particular Issue, Mr. Jeffreys, 
1 must point out, was quite sin- 
cere in his appraisal of the cul- 
tural likes and dlsliVos of the 
Sudbury community and on Iho 
rather inconsistent whims of Its 
denizens. 

It was also pointed out in this 
discussion that the Sudbury au- 
di onces Just aro not receptive to 
what aro termed the "arty films". 
Thls'ls also why according to Mr. 
Jeffreys, most outside perform- 



ing companies that come into Sud- 
bury are presented toSudburians 
on a ono-nlchter bases. It is 1**51 
not economically feasible for any 
theatrical entrepreneur in this ci- 
ty lo present the finer aspects of 
the thentricnl world on a more 
permanent basis. For example, 
ono of the upcoming movies for 
the Capitol will be tho smash 
Broadway hit, "OH DAD. POOR 
DAD, MOMMY'S HUNG YOU IN" 
THE CLOSET AND I'M FEEL- 
INC SO SAD". This particular 
movie enjoyed a modest but suc- 
cessful run In Toronto last year 
as well as in other centres, as a 
single feature. Bui Mr. Jeffreys, 
from past experience, realizes 
that the same would not be the 
case horo In Sudbury because it 
In an "arty film". Ergo, this 
very fine movie will have to bo 
paired with another feature on 
a double-bill to moke It a finan- 
cial success. I suppose It won't 
he long before "A MAN FOR ALL 
SEASONS" come to one of Sud- 
bury's theatres pal red with "FAN- 
NY HILL ANDTHE WEREWOLF". 
Other movies coming to the Cap- 
itol In the next month are «* DOU- 
BLE TROUBLE'*. "DONT MAKE 
WAVES'V'TRE NAKED RUNNER* 
and "THE SAND PEBBLES". Th-

The sampling and analysis of in- 
comin^&ial'tO'.detcrminc Its heat- 
ing vaiuef sulphur and ash content 
is one of the more important duties. 
Hydro bought some $45 million 
worth of coal in 1966. 

A constant check on the condition 
of cooling water must also be made 
to protect and maintain efficiency of 
equipment. In full operation a mod- 
em thermal station uses as much as 



water is returned to its source un- 
polluted. 

Chemists also supervise and main- 
tain a supply ofwatcr Tor use in the 
boilers* where anything less than 
*'supcr-purity" causes scale and cor- 
rosion. The control of corrosion in 
many forms is another all-im porta nt 
duty of the station chemist. Un- 
checked these forces can literally cat 
away mechanical equipment in a 



hydrogen gas for cooling the gen- 
erators and many other tests related 
to safe, efficient operation of the 
plants. 

Hydro's thermal power stations 
generated over 10 billion kilowatt- 
hours in 1966, about one-fifth of the 
electricity used in Ontario. By help- 
ing to keep these plants operating, 
Hydro's station chemists and their 
staffs contribute a great deal towards 
maintaining the supply or electricity 
in Ontario,

Should university educa- 
tion bo free for those students of 
ability but not moans? Wohavoour 
opinion on those issuos, but what 

is your opinion? 

' The cost of living and taxation 
are both relatod, of course,andwe 
have every right to fool concerned 
about the present trends. Both 
appear to be on a steady upswing 
with we. tho taxpayers, footing the 

. bill. 

Last , but not toast of the major 
■ issuos, Is tho problem of pollu- 
tion. Thcro is no greater thrill 
than flying over picturesque Sud-' 
bury at four thousand foot on a 
- bright and sunny morning. There 
Is a slight haziness all around the 
fusolago, but nothing to worry 
about; after ail, it Is only tho air 
' that is hazy, and air does have 
colour, doesn't it? Pollution is a 
problem which can be controlled 
to a greater extent that It Is at 
present. It cannot bo totally stop-

MEXICO NEEDS YOU 

Lisw summer. *rix stud tnts from 
LaurenUan University head »d **wn 
Mexico way along with 150 slu* 
dents from all parts of Canadi as 
part of a venture undertaken by 
CJ.A.S.P (Conference on Inter- 
national Student Projects)* 

This organisation wis conceived 

an*J put Into effect in the year of 
1003, In Mexico City, and since 
then has been an active organi- 
zation on several North American 
campuses. 

Every summer* from May to 
Septemlwr, students volunteer 
their services for a minimum of 
some seve n weeks, During this 
time, (hey travel by bus to Mexico 
where they take part In a five-day 
orientation program in Mexico City 
Equipped to face the rugged living 
conditions, students head for the 
mountains of Hidilgo, alter their 
initial training CJ.A.S.P. under- 
takings are Initiated and admini- 
stered by stud?n*.s; their aim Is lo 
help the Mexicans to help them- 
selves. The four malnproject sites 
are Plsaflores, Xochiacoatlan, 
Tiangulstango and Molango. 

The students work chiefty in the 
fields of education, schools, nut- 

The students work chiefly In the 
fields of education, schools, roads, 
water systems, sanitation facili- 
ties, -alphabetization, hygiene, nut- 
rition, and recreation, No work Is 
over undertaken without local co- 
operation and. If tti» Initiated pro- 
gram,? arc successful, they will 
be carried on lone after the stu- 
dents 1 departure. For instance, In 
Plsaflores C,I.A,S,P.'s presence 
acted as a catalyst In the construc- 
tion of the only road into the 
village. Schools and hospitals enw 
orged and a marked Improvement 
was made In the personal hygiene 
conditions as a result. 

Living conditions are rugged, 
but students who have been down 
hu/o reaped the frugal benefits and 
experiences of a ''giving way of 
life 1 *. However, one is still allowed 
to take In the more pleasant aspects 
of Mexican life. Mexico is a para- 
dise for the "gourmet"; exoticand 
spicy foods include tortillas, frl- 
goles, atole, and chill. The enter- 
tainment, be it .Imported or indi- 
genous, Is always good. 

Still, one has also to face the 
Ugly side of the whole affair. For 
Instance, the weather is cyclic- 
hot, dry, cold, ;ind thon ralny r And 
one must also be ready to work in 
squalor and filth; thechitdrenhave 
huge dark eyes, rotten teeth, swol- 
len abdomens, and lice-ridden 
halrt but what makes the whole 
expedition worthshlle Is that Mex- 
ico's heart is made of the same 
substance as her chlldren*s — 
COLD. The mere knowledge that 
"you" have donesomethlng to re- 
move some of the misery is enough 
to bring a tea- even to the most 
hard-hearted amongst us.
